Mr. Devine told the supervisors of 
the difficulty ex perienced in getting 
the bond issue bill in shape so it 
could be passed by the legislature;

tain counties, etc.; of the thought 
that had been given the m atter by 
road men for many y ears, and of 
Governor Low’den’s hearty approval 
of the matter. 
He ex plained that if the bond issue 
carries the total indebtedness will be 
paid for out of the automobile license 
fees, which all good roads men be­ 
lieve should be liberated from cap­ 
tivity in the state treasury and put 
to w'ork on the roads.

of Illinois had built its permanent 
roads, which are so bad that the 
state rank s 34rd among those in the 
Union, and he pleaded with the su­ 
pervisors that they tak e the step 
ask ed for in the resolution and be­ 
come real leaders in their communi­ 
ties.

Germa n Defenders Cried: 
. “ It’s the Ya nkees,” a s 
Ma rines Were La nded 
B y Associated Press Leased Wire 
London, April 24.— Not only was 
the mouth of the canal at Zeebrugge 
block ed by British sailors and ma­ 
rines in their raid, but it is believed 
that they destroy ed ever gun on the 
mole, as well as demolishing the shed 
throughout its entire 
length, and 
they blew up large stores of muni­ 
tions, according to stories told by 
survivors to a correspondent of the 
London Daily Chronicle at a Kentish 
port. 
Not until they were within a half 
mile of the harbor of Zeebrugge had 
any of the ships in the attack ing 
party pick ed up the light on the mole. 
Then the attack ing ship, followed by 
muffled calls of “good luck ” from the 
shops of the escort fleet outside, went 
into the battle. 
Scarcely had the Britisher entered 
the harbor when she was discovered 
by the Germans, and star shells in­ 
stantly pierced the thick haze, show­ 
ing up the British cruiser as clearly 
as though it were day light. 
In one more second it seemed as 
though every battery in the neigh­ 
borhood had concentrated its fire on 
tk © invading cruiser. 
She was hit 
a number et tltaes, but plugged ahead 
*« d rounded the corner oi the mole, 
gaining the inside of the harbor. The 
cruiser drew’ up to the molt and 
landed a large party of blue jack ets 
and marines. 
Tak en for Yank ees 
The German defenders conceived 
the idea that their assailants w’ere 
American naval forces, and accord­ 
ing to an observer, 
this 
cry 
was 
heard: / “ It’s the Americans. 
It’s 
the Yank ees." 
Some of the Germans then bolted 
en masse from the nearest batteries, 
leaviug their guns to the British. The 
guns 
were 
destroy ed one by one, 
while others of the landing party 
dealt with the sheds and the muni­ 
tions. 
The flame throwers were very 
active. 
Apparently under the cvoer of this 
operation, the concrete laden cruisers 
with which the British block ed the 
channel, made their way through the 
harbor, accompanied, as far as it is 
k nown, by one submarine. 
They ap­ 
proached 
the 
entrance, anchored, 
swung around on their cables and 
were sunk in twenty -three minutes 
One of the destroy ers or subma­ 
rines ex ploded a charge at the gates 
of the lock s of the Bruges canal, and 
they are believed to have been de­ 
stroy ed. 
Meanwhile four British de­ 
stroy ers 
entered 
the 
harbor 
and 
cruised around, but were unable to 
tak e part in the battle. 
When the attack on the mole was 
completed, the landing party of ma­ 
rines and sailors were tak en aboard 
again, despite the damaged condition 
of the cruiser, and she made her way 
out of the harbor. 
One man who w’atched the opera­ 
tion from an escort ship said, "When 
we saw the damage she had suffered 
it seemed scarcely possible that she 
could remain afloat. 
The narrator 
described the combined noise of the 
gun fire and the ex plosions as “ten­ 
fold hell”. 
Marine’s Story 
A y oung marine who took part in 
the battle on the mole describes his 
ex periences as follows: 
“We certainly had a hot time 
l 
shall never forget it. 
It was all pitch 
dark when w’e went into the place 
and then suddenly it was alight with 
star shells, and then the fun started. 
“ Looming up ahead of us was a 
big 
German 
destroy er, 
evidently 
commencing to get under way . 
We 
went in at full speed

and 
rammed her amidships, cutting her 
in half. 
As she sank

alongside the mole and quick ly threw 
out gangway s and rushed out onto 
the mole. 
It was raining hard

semi-dark ness at the nearest man, 
but before he reached him our cap­ 
tain struck him a blow on the head 
with his truncheon and he sank to> tne 
floor, dead. 
Nex t, we saw another 
German cruiser tied up on the other 
side of the mole.

Then came the order to

Do n’t Fo rget Civ il War Veterans 


^ H E editor of the National Tribune, Washington, a well known old-soldier 
paper, has addressed an open letter to congress inviting attention to the 
report of the commissioner of pensions for the month of March, declaring 
that the statistics therein contained furnish the most imperative reason for 
prompt action by congress on a pension bill to more adeq uately take care 
of the remnant of the grand army of the Civil war now fighting a losing 
battle with death, handicapped not only by wounds, but by old age. 
Attention is called to the fact that in the thirty -one day s of March there 
was a loss from the pension rolls of 4,9 86 names, almost 5,000 in a single 
mo nth. “At this rate,” say s the editor, “an army much larger than those 
which fought in the terrible battles of Shiloh, Stone River, Perry ville, and 
Chlckamauga will have passed away before the end of the fiscal y ear. This 
fact alo ne will give a right impression of the dire emergency before the 
v eterans and their widows.” 
Continuing, the letter say s: 
“ The largest item in this statement of 
lo sses is of the veterans who were taken from the roll by death during 
March. 
This sums up to 2,877, or above the average strength of a good 
fighting division toward the close of the war. 
It is an appalling presenta­ 
tion of the ravages of death among the once stalwart men who bore upon 
Ibefr bay onet points the fate of the nation. 
More veterans have actually 
died during the past month than were shot to death upon the bloody fields 
o f the Peninsular campaign, Antietam, Chanceilorsville, Getty sburg, the 
Wilderness, Spottsy lvania, Cold Harbor, or the Atlantic campaign.” 
The 
number of soldiers who were actually shot to death in the battle of Getty s 
burg, the bloodiest of the conflicts, was 2,834. 
This does not include the 
“ wounded and missing,” running into many hundreds more, but for the 
purpose of comparison those actually shot to death in this great battle will 


“ represent those veterans who are nearing the dead line, but have not y et 


cro ssed it.” 
The 2,877 men who died in March suffered immeasurably from the 
lack of things that they should have had in their last hours. 
The fact that 
we are in a new war— a great world war— does not lessen the debt that wc 
o we the men who saved this Union for us, thus preserving in the western 
wo fld a nation strong enough, great enough and brave enough to turn the 
balance in the present struggle against the Beast of Berlin and in favor ol 
demo cracy and freedom throughout the world. 
While we are spending 
billio ns lavishly (and wisely ) to man and eq uip our new army , we should 
no t seek to save at the ex pense of the grand old army . To be liberal toward 
o ur quickly passing soldiers of the Civil war will be an object lesson that 
the soldiers of the world war will observe and rejoice in. 
The present rem 
nant of that old army will not be with us long. 
The cost of showing grati­ 


tude will not be great.

|TNTIRELY aside from the purely legal q uestion whether papers published 
in the German language shall publish a translation of their war com­ 
ments in the same issue, it is apparent that as a matter '>f wise policy , the 
Gerrnan-language press should adopt the English language as rapidly as 
possible. 
While there are no statistics on the subject, it is altogether proba­ 
ble that a very large proportion of the subscribers to O rm an papers can 
read English, also. 
They read German more easily , no doubt, and many 
of them would find it burdensome at first to be compelled to read their 
news in English. 
But any man or woman who can read German and who 
can speak English, can learn to read English. 
Whether compelled to print a translation in English 
o r not, a German 
paper should do so to as large an ex tent as possible, 
in order to aid its 
readers in acq uiring a knowledge of the language of this country . 
Every 
loy al American paper published in the German language should encourage 
its readers to study English. 
Such a paper could 
render its readers no 
more valuable service in return for the subscriptions than to give them each 
week a few columns of interesting reading m atter printed in the language 
in most common use among their neighbors. 
Thus, gradually , the Gerrnan- 
language papers could transform themselves into Engli h-language papers, 
and without losing their constituency . 
They would render valuable service 
to their readers, to themselves, and to the country . 
And in the meantime, 


they would demonstrate their true loy alty .

In pursuance of such act, a constitutional convention 
assembled and on the 26th day of August adopted our first Constitution.

ernor was inaugurated on October 6th. 
The action which was taken ii 
pursuance of the Enabling Act was ratified by Congress on December 3rd 
and Illinois became the twenty -first state in the Union of States. 
These foui 
dates, therefore, mark the four chief events of Illinois’ first y ear. 
The Cen 
tennial Commission has wisely designated these dates, this y ear, for specia’ 
celebration. 
I cannot too strongly urge upon our people generally to participate in 
these celebrations. 
Who can doubt but that the historic background of 
France and England has been one of the most potent factors in the heroh 
resistance they have made to military despotism in this great war? 
It will 
help us, too, if we shall only recall the achievements of our first hundred 
y ears. 
We shall wish the more earnestly to be worthy of our fathers.

shall realize how great our loss in Illinois, if we shall lose this war. 
Oui 
soldiers in the field— if they shall only see that Illinois is as fair a domain 
as France— will they not, too. say to the enemy , with the soldiers of France 
“ They shall not pass?” 
Wherever, in whatever nook or corner of the state, there is some spot 
which has been ennobled by some heroic deed, let us signallize that spot. 
W herever any place has been blessed by an unselfish and useful life, let m 


give recognition to that life.

LEADING M AM FACTI'RKRS AS-

W ashington, April 
24.— Leading 
autom obile 
m anufacturers 
of 
the 
country m et yesterday with officials 
of the fuel adm inistration and war 
industries hoard, to agree upon a vol­ 
untary curtailm ent of passenger au to ­ 
mobile m anufacture, which probably 
will total 75 per cent after July 1. 
T here already is a 30 per cent cur­ 
tailm ent order in effect. 
Final action was not taken, owing 
to the failure of several m anufac­ 
tu rers to reach the city in tim e for 
the meeting. 
The fuel adm inistra­ 
tion has adopted the policy of asking 
at least 75 per cent of any industry 
w'hose production is under considera­ 
tion for curtailm ent to be represented 
at such conferences, and yesterday’s 
representation was just under the re­ 
quired percentage. 
W ill Soon Get Together 
It is expected that w'ithin the next 
day or two a sufficient representation 
of the Industry will get together to 
carry out the program. 
W hile no official statement as to 
the percentage ot curtailm ent to be 
agreed upon has been made, it wras 
stated in qu arte rs close to the m anu­ 
facturers and the fuel adm inistration 
tha t the m anufacturers have recog­ 
nized tha t drastic restriction of the 
output of pleasure and other passen­ 
ger cars would be made necessary, 
owing to the shortage of chrom e and 
manganese. 
Huge Curtailment 
The fuel adm inistration, it is un­ 
derstood, has determined on a 75 per 
cent curtailm ent, and the m anufac­ 
tu rers practically have agreed. 
It is 
expected a form al order will be is­ 
sued in ten days or two weeksk, ef­ 
fective July 1. 
The policy of the governm ent will 
be to convert to war work the facili­ 
ties of plants freed by the cu rtail­ 
m ent order. 
Much of this will be 
the m anufacture of light trucks for 
use by the government in relieving 
pressure on the railroads. 
One effect of the curtailm ent will 
be to release m any expert machinists 
for essential w ar industries.

BONAR LAW SAYS 
HUN IS BANKR UPT 


London, 
April 
23.— Chancellor 
B onar Law, introducing the budget 
tn the house of commons yesterday, 
announced tha t in the last year Great 
Britain had advanced $2,525,000,000 
to its allies and that 
the 
United 
States had advanced $4,7 50,000,000 
to the entehte nations. 
“ It is only necessary for us,” he 
said, “ to lean on the United States 
to the am ount the other allies lean 
on us. 
In other w'ords, we are self- 
supporting.” 
The chancellor said he had made 
certain 
suggestions 
regarding 
ad­ 
vances to the allies which, if adopted, 
would lessen Great B ritain’s burden 
considerably w ithout increasing the 
total ohligations*of the United States. 
The gross national debt at the end 
of last year was $29 ,250,000,000, the 
chancellor said. 
He proposed new 
taxation running well over 60 per 
cent of the pre-war taxable revenue. 
Thinks Russia Will Pay 
T he chancellor said that at the 
end of the present year the national 
debt would be $39 ,9 00,000,000. 
He 
did not regard the deb« of Russia as 
a bad one, believing tha t sooner or 
later there w’ould be in ordered gov­ 
ern m e n t of that nat -n. 
Com paring the financial situation 
of G reat Britain an d Germany, the 
chancellor said the daily expendi­ 
tu re of Germany 
was 
$31,250,000, 
virtually the sam e us that of Great 
B ritain, but tha t the German total 
did not include certain charges. 
T he new taxation imposed by Ger­ 
many, he said, was insufficient to pay 
the interest on the w ar debt. 
If the 
case of Great B ritain were sim ilar to 
tha t of Germany, the chancellor said, 
he w-ould say tha t bankruptcy was 
not far away.

IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL 


FUR GERMAN AIRMAN 


PLA N ES 
W H EEL OVER BURIAL 
SPOT— BRITISH AVIATORS 
ARE PALLBEARERS

W ith the British Arm y in France, 
April 23.— A large num ber of fight­ 
ing men and aviation officers, us well 
as Am ericans stationed at an air­ 
drom e near by, attended the burial 
yesterday of Capt. Baron von Richt­ 
hofen, who was laid away in the 
graveyard of a little ham let near 
Saiily le Sac, w'here he was shot 
dow'n in an aerial com bat on Sunday. 
It 
was 
an 
impressive 
funeral, 
worthy of the greatest aviator vet 
produced by the central allies. 
The thoughts of those who stood 
at the grave while the arm y chaplain 
read the beautiful Church of England 
service were expressed In an inscrip­ 
tion on one of the floral w reaths: “A 
valiant and worthy foe.” 
Plane« Wheel Above 
One 
particularly 
striking 
touch 
was added to the ceremony. 
As the 
chaplain took his place by the grave 
a squadron of British airplanes came 
circling 
from 
all 
directions 
and 
thro u g ho u t the service wheeled over 
the graveyard at a low altitude, their 
droning 
engines 
furnishing an ac­ 
com panim ent to the wrords 
of 
the 
clergyman. Six British aviators acted 
as pallbearers. 
Capt. von Richthofen died fighting 
in the air. With his “ flying circus” 
of m ore than twenty followers 
he 
came flying toward the British lines 
near Saiily le Sac, on the Somme, 
about noon Sunday. 
The Germans 
were seeking British prey, which theyi 
hoped to surround and finish off. 
Starts in Pursuit 
As they neared the fighting front 
they 
encountered two British 
a ir­ 
planes. 
Capt. 
von 
Richthofen for 
some reason separated himself from 
his followers and started on a furious 
pursuit of these machines. 
Meanwhile a score of other British 
planes came swirling up and engaged 
the Germans. The captain kept after 
his man and attem pted to outm a- 
neuver him. The British plane which 
was accom panying the one under a t­ 
tack got above the German. 
The 
three 
machines 
raced tow ard 
the 
British lines, their 
m achine 
guns 
chattering like mad. 
They kept getting lower, until at 
ast, when they were about fifty yards 
back of the British trenches, they 
were only a few' hundred feet in the 
air. 
Meanwhile the o the r German 
m achines were fighting the British 
squadron 
m ore 
than 
three 
miies 
away. 
Plunges to G round 
Machine guns and rifles on the 
ground came into action. 
Suddenly 
the Germ an captain’s m achine turned 
its nose downward and crashed to the 
earth. 
Exam ination later show'ed that the 
German pilot had a bullet through 
the heart. 
The spot w'here he fell was under 
the observation of G erm an gunners, 
who had been watching the conflict 
and knew Capt. von Richthofen was 
down. 
They im m ediately placed a 
heavy barrage around the fallen m a­ 
chine. A British soldier crawled out 
to it and found the aviator dead, still 
sitting in the seat of the machine, 
which was smashed into a thousand 
pieces.

We are fighting Germany, for one 
thing, because Germany, hav ing split 
the world in half, is now seek ing to 
dev our the halv es separately. 
She 
has driv en a wedge straight through 
the heart of Europe, and into Asia, 
and is seek ing to extend it to the Per­ 
sian gulf. 
This is no accidental happening, due 
to the downfall of Russia and the sud­ 
den shifting In the fortunes of war. 
Germany planned It all decades ago. 
She made no effort to k eep the plans 
secret. 
She told us all about It. 
She 
M d T L reputation., l o t mak ing plans 
und stick ing to them, from one gener­ 
ation to another; yet the world paid 
no attention. 
It seemed too prepos­ 
terous ev en for Germany to a tte m pt 
As long ago as 1895 a pamphlet, 
“Pan-Germany 
and 
Central 
Europe 
About 1950,” was published In Berlin 
and had wido circulation. 
It laid the 
whole Mitteleuropa plan bare as fol­ 
low’s : 
“Poland and TJttle Russia (tbe k ing­ 
dom to be established at Russia’s ex­ 
pense) will agree to hav e no armies 
of their own, and will receiv e In their 
fortresses German and Austrian garri­ 
sons. 
In Poland, os well as In Little 
Russia, the postal and telegraph serv ­ 
ices as well as the railways will be in 
German hands.” 
Tn 1911 Tnnnenberg’s book . “Greater 
Germany” was published. 
This was 
only three years before the war, but 
Jt showed tlmt the idea of a German 
Mitteleuropa had not been allowed to 
languish. 
It sa ys: 
“The new k ingdom of Poland Is 
made np of the former Russian por­ 
tion of the basin of the Vistula, and of 
Galicia, and forms a part» of the new 
Austria.” 
TTnw the plan has grown since then! 
Russia’s collapse dropped whole prov ­ 
inces Into the lap of the k aiser, and 
now’ Germany plans its empire on a 
scale which would dwarf that of an­ 
cient Rome. I t is to embrace the orig­ 
inal 
Central 
Europe, 
inhabited 
by 
some 73,000,000 Germans, m ak e ihe 
Black sea a German lak e, and extend 
clear to the Persian gulf through the 
v assal states of Bulgaria and Turk ey. 
The German gov ernment sta rte d to 
put its scheme for a Mitteleuropa In­ 
to effect years ago when it began the 
construction of the Berlin-to-Bngdnd 
railway. 
Little Serbia stood in the 
way, so Serbia was attack ed and ’the 
world was plunged into war. 
In the 
opposite corner of Europe Belglnm 
was inv aded and crushed. The w’orld 
then thought that this was only be­ 
cause 
Belgium 
offered 
the 
easiest 
route to F rance; but study of tbe Mit- 
teleuropa plan of years ago shows that 
Belgium was included ijn the scheme 
of conquest. 
“How does-all this affect America?’’ 
one may ask . 
Germany was a late 
comer in the family of great nations. 
Most of the unciv ilized world had been 
pre-empted by other nations before 
she arriv ed. 
Germany wanted 
col­ 
onies. 
To get them she would hav e 
to tak e them away from someone else. 
Africa and South America offered 
the best fields for German coloniza­ 
tion. England possessed the best part 
of Africa—the parts 
In 
which 
t he ' 
white m an might hope to settle and j 
thriv e. 
England had a mighty fleet, j 
nnd a disposition to hold w hat she 
had, ev en though she* did not show a 
disposition to tight for more. 
There remained South America. 
It 
was div ided among weak nations. 
It 
was protected only by Ihe Mon roe doc­ 
trine. 
This Monroe doctrine was a 
sacred thing to Americans, but, not | 
being back ed up by mighty armies nnd j 
fleets, was not ev en n “scrap of paper” , 
to the Germans. 
Can anyone doubt, j 
should Germany succeed in welding 
Into a mighty empire the 73,000,000 
Germans and the 100,000.000 inhabi­ 
tants of the v assal 
and conquered 
states of her Mitteleuropa, tha t her 
next step would he toward the west? 
The v ery fact that she had this em­ 
pire would presuppose the defeat of 
England, so that no British fleet would 
stand between us and Germany when 
the time came for the k aiser to send 
his legions across*the Atlantic. 
“As in the East, so in the West,” 
is a motto which, of recent week s, has ; 
been much heard in Germany. 
At a 
conference of the national liberal par­ 
ty, hold in March of this year, the fol­ 
lowing 
amazingly 
frank declaration 
was m ade: 
“Our policy lias been directed to 
mak ing the gov ernment nnd majority 
turn away from the reiohstag resolu­ 
tion of July 19. 
(Peace without an­ 
nexations and Indemnities). 
Tn that 
we lmv e succeeded. 
Peace has just 
been made in the East under condi­ 
tions in flat contradiction to the pol­ 
icy of July 19, and has receiv ed the 
support and assent of all the burgeols 
parties.” 
In other words, all Germany is now 
planning both annexations and indem­ 
nities, such as will leav e her without 
a formidable opponent in the world. 
Can we mak e pence now and leav e 
Germany, flushed with v ictory, in pos­ 
session of all she has gained and lust­ 
ing for further conquest? 
If 
w e did, 
would not the whole world liv e in 
perpetual terror of German aggres­ 
sion, each country awaiting its turn to 
he gobbled up? 
Can any red-blooded 
American talk about peace without 
v ictroy—v ictory so decisiv e that Ger­ 
many will be forcod to disgorge ail It 
has seized, and the German menace be 
remov ed from the world forev er?

RIGHT USE OF THE FLAG—IT SHOULD NE VE R BE 


PE RMITTE D TO TOUCH GROUND OH BE DRAPE D 


In these days when ev ery house­ 
hold should hav e a flag and should 
fly it upon ev ery occasion offered, its 
correct use should he k nown to all. 
The following, from the National Geo 
graphic Magazine, 
telis the proper 
usage: 
“ W hile there is no federal law 
in 
force pertaining to the m anner 
of 
displaying, hanging or saluting 
the 
United States flag, or prescribing any 
cerem onies tha t should he observ ed, 
there are m any regulations and us­ 
ages of national force bearing upon 
the subject. 
In raising the flag it should nev er 
be rolled up and hoisted to the top ot 
the staff before unfurling; instead it 
should be free during the hoisting 
a ct 
which should be done quick ly. 
It 
should be tak en in slowly and with 
dignity. It should not ho allowed 
to 
touch the .ground on shore nor should 
it be perm itted to trail in the dust. It 
should not be hung wnere it can 
be 
contam inated or soiled easily, 
nor 
draped 
ov er chair?» or benches 
for 
seating purposes, and no object 
ot 
em blem should be placed upon 5t. or 
abov e it. 
A common but regrettable practice 
at public meetimr* is :o « rap* 
the 
flag lik f* a tablo'dot-h ov er the speak ­ 
e r ’s table Oh ’ '* 
place on thC flag 
a pitche rof 1 
ter, flower-?, book s, 
etc. 
The flag sbo Id not 
he festooned 
ov er doorways or arches. Always let 
the flag hang s'm ight. Do not tie if 
in a bow* k not. W here colors are de­ 
sired for decorativ e 
purposes 
use 
red, white and blue bunting. 


The flag should not be hoisted up­ 
side down, other than as a signal of 
distress at sea. 
International usage forbids the dis 
play of the flag of one nation abov e 
tha t of any other with whTcu it is at 
peace. W hen the flags or two or more 
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nations are displayed they should he 
on separate staffs, or on separate hal­ 
yards of equal size and on 
the same 
lev el. 
The flag should ndv or he raised or 
lowered by any mechanical 
appli­ 
ance. 
W hen the national colors are pas­ 
sing on parade, or in rev iew, the spec 
tutor should, if walk ing, halt, and it 
sitting, arise and stand at attention 
and uncov er. 
W hen flags are used in unv eiling a 
statue or m onum ent ihey should not 
be allowed to fall to the ground, but 
should be carried aloft to wav e out, 
form ing a distinctiv e feature during 
the rem ainder of the ceremony. 
W here the national flag is ilispl&v - 
od w ith state or other *-ags, it should 
be giv en the place of nonor on 
tne 
right. Its use should be confined 
as 
much as possible tc its display up^n 
the staff. W here used 
as a banner, 
the union should fly to the north in 
streets running east and west, and to 
the east in streets running north and 
south. 
Old, faded or worn-out flags should 
not be used for banners or other sec­ 
ondary purposes. 
W hen no longer fit for display the 
flag should be destroyed 
priv ately, 
preferably by burning Or other m eth­ 
ods lack ing the suggestion of irrev ­ 
erence or disrespect. 
A flag or an ensign at luilf-m an is 
tbe univ ersal sign of mourning. 
Be­ 
fore being placed at nalf-ifinst 
the 
flag m ust always be raised *n the top 
of the staff, and before it is lowered 
from half-m ast it m ust 
lik ewise he 
hoisted to the top.”

America by the people of J a mestown, 
Va ., during the yea r 1015, 
Coiuim-ut- 
ing ou this fa ct, Julm Smith la mented 
tha t “ the la bor of the colony ha s been 
misdirected in 
the ma nufa cture of 
a shes, soa p, gla ss und ta r, in which 
they could by no mea ns compete with 
Sweden or Russia .” 
The inha bita nts 
of J a mestown did not a gree with this 
view, however, a nd soou a fterwa rd 
commenced the erection of a gla ss 
works, the completion of which wa s iu- 
terrupted by the India n ma ssa cre of 
1022. The first gla ss fa ctory in North 
America to a ttempt the industry on a u 
a mbitious sca le wa s built in 17SU, a t 
Temple, N. II., by Robert llew es of 
Boston. 
The workmen, 32 in number, 
were Germa n deserters from the Brit­ 
ish a rmy. The ca relessness of a w ork­ 
ma n cu u slmI the destruction of the 
pla nt by fire in 1781. 
In .1803 a gla ss 
fa ctory wa s esta blished in Boston, a nd 
since tha t time the industry ha s nour­ 
ished.

Did America's Pre-Columbian Civ iliza­ 
tion Come From Egy p t? Is

Prof. Elliot Smith dev elop ed In an 
ex traordinarily interesting manner th e 
th esis th at th e p re-Columbian civ iliza­ 
tions of America—or at least many im­ 
p ortant features in th ose civ ilizations 
wefe not truly aboriginal, but came 
in n cultural wav e from Asia across 
th e Pacific ocean, th e original starting 
p oint of th e most remarkable ch arac 
teristic being Egy p t. 
Professor Smith believ es, say s Sci­ 
ence Progress, th at th e ex tremely p e­ 
culiar culture of Egy p t was sp read 
eastward by mariners, mainly Ph oeni­ 
cians, for sev eral centuries after B. C. 
8 00. To quote th e auth or's own words, 
h e th inks th at "th e essential elements 
of th e undent civ ilizations of Indiu 
(th e p re-Ary an civ ilizations), furth er 
India, th e Malay arch ip elago, Oceania 
and America were brough t iu succes­ 
sion to each of th ese p laces by mari­ 
ners, wh ose oriental migrations began 
as trading intercourse between th e 
eastern Mediterranean and India some 
time after 8 00 B. C., and th at th e 
h igh ly comp lex and artificial culture 
wh ich th ey sp read abroad was deriv ed 
largely from Egy p t (not earlier th an 
th e twenty -first dy nasty ), but also in

uceretious 
from oth er sources, and th at after tru 
v ersing Asia and Oceania and becom­ 
ing modified on th e way , th e stream 
finally “continued for many centuries 
to p lay up on th e Pacific littoral of 
America, wh ere it was resp onsible for 
p lantiug th e germs of th e remarkable 
p re-Columbian civ ilization.”

And th e same meth od can be 
ap p lied to tinting p orcelain, enamel 
and p reclons stones. 
An interesting and imp ortant fact 
about th is glass th at h as been colored 
by long ex p osure to X-ray s Is th at it 
becomes imp erv ious to th e radiations 
th at h av e transformed It. Th us it can 
be used as a p rotection against th e 
glare of th e sun or th e snow and 
against th e X-ray s th emselv es.
